(1) The construction of a cement con- 
crete paved roadway, twenty-four (24) 
feet in width ang four (4) inches in 
thickness, along and in the roadway of 
said Hellman Avenue from the said south 
line of said Olive.

Claire has been the one absorbing, 
vital interest in his life. To under-

| In the early days, when the Wills 
Sainte Claire was being developed, 
and experimental cars were being 
tested, there were many mechanical 
problems to be solved. They popped 
up over night. It was interesting to 
observe how Mr. Wills met these 
problems. His associates recall vivid- 
ly the period he went through when 
he was perfecting the over-head cam 
and valve construction.

A few days later the editor of a 
great magazine came out to see Mr. 
Wills. He found him in the factory 
in a flannel shirt, corduroys and high 
boots, listening with a stethoscope 
to a set of timing gears. 

The men were introduced. Mr. 
Wills shook hands without leaving 
the machine, and snapped the satetho- 
seone to the editor's ears, saying: 

“There's the best dog-gone set of 
timing gears in the world.” 

The editor was amazed and de 
lighted. 

Mr. Wills from the beginning has 
provided homes for his workers. He 
is also president of the Marysville 
Land Company, which owns the prop. 
erty in Marysville, and when the fac- 
tory was opened, constructed model 
homes which workmen could either 
buy at cost or rent at very mod 
erate price.

= last November, due to nation-

Boundary Line Resolution 


Members of the city council in a 
special meeting Friday afternoon 
called by Willard D. Ball adopted a 
resolution relative to the proposed 
change in boundary line between the, 
cities of Ontario and Upland, urging 
all Ontario citizens to give careful 
theught to the matter and to be sure 
register before July 7th. The reso- 
lution follows: 

“Whereas changes in the boundary 
line of a city are frought with grave 
consequences, involving complexities 
in bonded indebtedness, water rights, 
taxes and assessments, school man- 
agement and plans and various mat- 
ters affecting growth and prosperity. 

And whereas the election which 
has been called by petition to con- 
sider the question of moving the 
northern boundary line involves the 
loss to the city of several hundred 
population and also the loss of 
property worth a million or more 
dollars with an assessed valuation 
of $315,000 at the present time and 
rapidly increasing in value; 

And whereas the Ontario school 
buard states that if the proposed 
change is carried it will result for 
the next year alone in a loss to On- 
tario of $5000 in school revenue and 
reguire either an increase in the 
school tax rate or a serious inter- 
ference with the plans for the effect- 
ive work of the schools, 

Now therefore be it resolved by 
the board of trustees of the City of 
Ontario, that the question involved 
in the approaching election should 
receive the careful consideration of 
each citizen and that such citizens 
as have registered since Jan. 1,1922, 
should see that their names are up- 
on the registry list not later than 
July 7th, 1922, in order to insure 
them the right to vote and to express 
at the ballott box their views upon 
the subject.

Investigate Volcano. 

Extensive drillings into the great 
active volcano Kilama on the island | 
of Hawail, will be undertaken during | 
the year in an endeavor to determine | 
the heat of the volcano, the quantity 
of steam underneath, the mineral con- 
stituents and the solution of other 
related questions, according to an an- 
nouncement of the government volea- | 
nologist at Hawalf, “The places of | 
most interest are where the ground is | 
hot from recent volcanic activity,” the 
scientist said. “It is aimed to pene- | 
trate the surface where the lava flows ' 
are of known date so as to learn, 
what changes of temperature under- 
ground have ‘taken place with the 
passage of. time. If high tempera- 
tures are maintained, possibly at red 
heat for years» it would be possible 
to utilize the heat for power.” Kilauea 
now is unusually quiet, but a “liven- 
ing up in March, at the equinox, is ex- 
pected,” the scientist said. .

SMALL BIRDS FALCON’S PREY 


Peregrine, Like the Pirate He 
Takes Toll From Weaker Crea- 
tures of the Air. — 

It was reported recently that in the 
eyrie of a peregrine, a vicious bird, the 
rings of 22 racing pigeons were found. 
The peregrine falcon often kills birds 
which are unfortunate enough to cross 
its path. Peewits.and other birds that 
frequent the coast are relentlessly pur- 
sued by this hawk, and another prey 
is the golden plover, but this bird af- 
fords the hawk a good chase before It 
is caught. : 

The peregrine catches its prey by 
protruding its strong legs and talons 
to their fullest extent when within a 
few feet of the quarry. Then for a 
moment its wings are almost closed, 
and the next the prize is seized and 
carried off. If, however, the object is 
too heavy to be lifted from the ground 
it is forced along sometimes a hundred 
yards on the ground, and killed and 
devoured on the spot. The nest of the 
peregrine is usually placed on the face 
of some precipitous cliff, resting on a 
shelf of rock or tuft of vegetation, and 
consists of a mass of sticks and coarse 
stems of grass and ferns. 











“Blood Money.” 

“Blood Money” was the name ap- 
plied in the Middle ages and well into 
the more modern period “to the money 
paid for bloodshed, It might be either 
the compensation paid by a manslayer 
to the nearest relatives of the victim, 
to secure himself and his kin frpm 
vengeance, Or the money paid, as a 
reward for byinging about the death 
of unother, directly or through evi- 
dence. It was once common among 
tle Scandinavian and Teutonic peo- 
ples, who called this money payment 
wergild. The price varied with the 
nature of the crime and the rank of 
the victim. Certain crimes, such as 
the slaying of a sleeping person, could 
hot be compensated by a money pay- 
ment; such criminals were declared | 
outlaws and could be slain with im- 
punity. The term is now often applied 
to the reward or bribe paid for giving 
up a@ criminal to justice.
